siderable moisture. The lower 
bolls, which are on or close to the 
ground, are kept in a moist con- 
dition which is favorable for the 
development of the mold. Gray- 
ing or staining of the fibers may 
occur from this cause. 

A third means of staining of 
cotton is wet weather. Ordinarily 
this does not occur until late in 
the fall after showers or fog. Pro- 
longed wet weather causes the 
fibers to lose their bright appear- 
ance and become dull. 

Perhaps one of the greatest 
problems of concern to cotton 
farmers at this time is whether or 
not defoliating will cause stain- 
ing of the cotton lint, however, 
it is very unlikely that this will 
result. Even in the case of dry 
powder-type defoliants, the ma- 
terial is only on the surface of 
the fibers and is unlikely to cause 
any permanent discoloration. 
Growers may notice some of this 
powder on the open bolls shortly 
after the field is defoliated, but 
it is very unlikely that any stain- 
ing will result to the fiber. 

Most cotton staining can be 
eliminated by proper care and

ADVANCEMENT 
FOUNDATION 


The University of California 
this week announced the estab- 
lishment in the college of agricul- 
ture of the M. Theodore Kearney 
Foundation of Soil Science. The 
new foundation will be endowed 
with the proceeds of the bequest 
of Mr. Kearney, prominent ranch- 
er in the Fresno area in the latter 
part of the last century, who died 
in 1906, leaving to the Univer- 
sity his estate which included the 
famous Kearney Vineyard in 
Fresno county.
